Rear windows are 
usually made of tempered glass. This glass can be broken under- 
water by using an object such as a hammer or center punch. 
Because of its nature, the glass will disintegrate when its surface 
is pierced. 


4. Occupants should be aware that water rushing into the 
vehicle through an open window at the moment the window 
disappears from the surface makes escape through the window 
extremely difficult at this time. It would be better to wait until 
the water in the vehicle is above the level of the window. This 
will occur rapidly. 

Some Observations Concerning the Rescue of Persons from а 
Submerged Vehicle. 

1. If the vehicle is floating on the surface with all of the 
windows closed, it appears the best way to get into the passenger 


compartment is through a window. The rear window will pro- 
bably offer the best opportunity. A hammer, center punch, or 
similar strong, pointed object can be used to break tempered 
glass. 

CZ Rescuers attempting to enter a vehicle through open 
windows should be aware of the hazard created by the force, 
of the water through the window, as the car is filling at the 
time the window disappears below the surface. 

3. If the car is completely filled, the doors can be opened, 
provided they are structurally sound. 

4. When rescuing a person from a station wagon with its 
windows closed, the rescuer should, if possible, attempt to open 
the tail gate. 

Persons trapped in a station wagon would probably have 
a better chance to escape if the tail gate could be opened man- 
ually from the inside.

will be stated relative to each specific vehicle used, the position 
of the vehicle, and event tested (windows up or down, etc.) 

It is important to note that all vehicles tested: 

1. Were in 12 feet of water. 

2. Were passenger vehicles. 

3. Had engines mounted in front of vehicle. 

Some Observations Concerning Vehicles Entering the Water 

on Their Wheels from a Height of 18-58 Inches. 

1. A vehicle with all windows closed will float f:

The 
end product is a syrup, about 35 percent water and 65 percent suga rand impurities, but 
getting close to the final products — sugar and molasses.

the fifth tank. Since as much 
as 18,000 gallons of water per 
minute is used for this purpose, 
you can readily understand that 
one cannot afford to throw it 


away, but must recover it. It is! 


recovered for re-use in the cool- 
ing towers-which are just East 
of the factory. 


The product of the evapora- 
tors is a syrup, about 35 percent 
water and 65 percent sugar and 
impurities. Since it is now much 
heavier than the juice, you will 
observe that instead of being 
clear amber in color, it is now 
dark brown. If you taste it, you 


will find it intensely sweet; but | 


it is not classified as edible since 
it has an off-taste probably due 
to the lime that we added. At 
any rate, this syrup is now 
ready to be boiled down to 
make sugar, much as a house- 
wife would make fudge in her 
kitchen. Naturally this is on a 


much vaster scale than a taffy- 
pull, and is subject to much 
more rigid controls and compli- 
cations. But the principles in- 
volved are identical. It is boiled 
down until it “sugars.” 


In practice the system we use 
for controlling grain size, ex- 
hausting our molasses, consum- 
ing the latest amount of steam, 
etc., becomes quite complicated 
and is of little or no interest to 
the layman. Suffice it to say 
that in the "vacuum pans," we 
carefully boil-down the syrup 
under vacuum, adding syrup 
as necessary until the pan is 
|full of what is called “masse 
cuite" pronounced “mass 
Kweet.” This is a mixture of 
sugar and molasses and is ready 
for the next step which is that 
in which we separate the sugar 
from the molasses. 

This is done in centrifugals 
which are large steel baskets, 
l lined with perforated copper 


sheets and revolving at high 
speed, 1800 rpm. As the basket 
spins, the centrifugal force push 
es the molasses to the outside 
and through the perforated cop- 
per sheet and into a trough 
from whence it is pumped to 
storage. The sugar is discharg- 
ed from the basket by letting 
it drop through a hole in the 
bottom into a grasshopper con- 
veyor and out of the way. This 
is the final product, and it is 
now ready to be shipped or stor- 
ed in the warehouse. 


The grasshopper conveyor is 
the first of a series of convey- 
ing devices which lead the sug- 
ar to a large bin, from which 
it can either be shipped by rail 
or by truck, or be taken to a 
warehouse by truck for future 
shipment. Underneath the sug- 
ar bin, there are both track 
and truck scales, which will be 
used to weigh both sugar and| 
molasses. 


| Scattered throughout the su- 


gar house are a number of 
large tanks whose function has 
not been mentioned. Most ob- 
vious is the elevated water tank 
which stores the water pur- 
chased from the City of Belle 
Glade. This tank services the 
domestic water system as well 
as the fire fighting system. 


* At ground level there is an- 
other large tank for . storing 
400,000 gallons of city water 
as a secondary source of water 
for the fire fighting system.

| In conclusion, we should like 
|te point out that Glades Sugar 
| House is not a completely con- 
| ventional sugar house. Those of 
Jour readers who have visited 
jour older neighbors can see; for 
|example, starting with our sy- 
stem of handling cane, we have 
gotten away from the classical 
methods. 


Inside the factory, the high 
degree of automation is, at least 
for the raw sugar industry quite 
unconventional; and the mill is 
prepared to carry it even furth- 
er when the appropriate mo- 
ment occurs, 


Even the architecture and de- 
sign of the buildings have 
broken with tradition. All are 
justly proud of the Glades Su- 
gar House and we believe it will 
prove to be of great benefit to 
the general welfare of Belle 
Glade, Palm Beach County, and 
the State of Florida.
